00 per cent of the $08,000,000 of Central 
Facade stock held in England, Holland 
ana the United States, and his mission 
here is to ascertain the precise condition 
of the railroad's affairs. In an inter- 
view today he expressed his dissatisfac- 
tion with the Reilly lunding bill. He 
thinks that on a basis of 3 per cent, as 
proposed by the bill, there would be 
nothing left for the stockholders, and he 
thinks the bondholders have been hav- 
ing things all then; own way long 
enough.

Sir Charles says the foreign' stock- 


holders are also dissatisfied with the 
present rule by which the Southern Pa- 
cific, operates the Central Pacific. Un- 
der, the former system the stockholders 
were guaranteed annual dividends, but 
under the operation of the present con- 
tract not a dollar goes out for that pur- 
pose. The reason for this, Sir Charles 
says, is that although the foreign stock- 
holders hold a majority of the shares 
their stook is unregistered, and so they 
had no voice in determining the present 
arrangement, and in fact their wishes 
were not even consulted when the ex- 
isting contract was undor consideration.

SALVATIONISTS AT TUB BAETON 


Reception at the Depot—Sketch 


the Apostle of Peace ami 


His Life Work. 


"Pence hath lior triumphs, uo lees re 


nowncd than war," ami the man who 
today boasts of the absolute commam 
of a million of soldiers can boast of a 
power greater than a Xerxes, a Cum 
or a Napoleon ever dreamed of. 


When General William Booth, com 


inander in chief of the Salvation Army 
of the World, decided to take in Fresno 
on hia triumphal march, a score of cities 
la northern and central California were 
stricken with the pangs of jealousy; but 
the General's purposes are, in their 
way, like onto "the law of the Mode 
and Persians, which alteretb. not." And 
eo when the Sat went forth "Fresno 
goes," Fresno it had to be. The Gen- 
eral was on hii way to the sunny south, 
and this city was the natural and logi- 
cal connecting link. 


The Gcncml arrived from San Fran- 


cisco on the 5.25 train, which wns thir- 
ty-five minutes late, so that it was fully 
6 o'clock when the 300 citizens of Freano 
who had gathered at the depot wel- 
comed the distinguished visitor. It was 
a chilly vigil but the crowd showed no 
sign of impatience. The local regiment 
of the Salvation Army, reinforced by de- 
tachments from Tulare, Hanford, Selina, 
Yiaalia and Bakersfield, and numbering 
over 100 men and women, formed two 
lines, facing inward, each man bearing 
a torch. As Boon as the train drew up 
and the familiar face of the General was 
seen through the car window, cheers 
raug out and the reception committee 
hastened to the head of the column to 
welcome* him. 
Among those present 


were Chairman Letcher of the Board of 
Supervisors, Trustee Herington and the 
Keverends D. II. Gillan, J. H. Collins I 
and Dr. DeWitt. 


Miiyor Church spoke the address of 


welcome. He said: "Eepreeenting the 
government of the city of Freeno, we 
are here to welcome you, the organizer 
and leader of the largest army on earth. 
Hot that you come to bring war, but 
peace, for we realize that your armies 
have already beaten their aworde into 
plowebarcB and their spears into prun- 
ing hooks. "We are told that yonr stay 
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be called a reformer without receiving 
in hit lifetime the icorn and jwn. of 
mankind." 


Uenrral Booth stepped to the front 


amid applause. An mm rail bad been 
erecieu in frout of the rostrum, against 
which the General frequently leaned, 
with bis arms folded behind him, a Uv- 
orato attitude, which every eketcb. art- 
ist has been prompt to seize. The audi- 
ence, which iucluued hundreds of ladles, 
contemplated the form of the speaker 
with intense interest, which never dim- 
inished for a moment up to the conclus- 
ion. Ho flpoke with great force and dis- 
tinctness of articulation, dropping his 
"hV in a characteristic English way, 
but with fluency aud absolute grunmwt- 
ic?l correctness. The language clioean 
was typically AuKlo-Suson, for General 
Booth docs not believe in derivative 
words and polysyllables, when a mono 
syllable of plum Antilo-Saxoii will an- 
swer as well or bettor, lie calls a spiule 
"a spade" every time, not an agricul- 
tural implement. 


For an hour the General held the 


close attention of his bearers while he 
gave an account of his life work and the 
circumstances which led him to form 
the remarkable military religious organ-
